EDMONTON, March 15—While the 
new school bill now before the hous? 
may be disappointing to the more 
‘ardent. advocates of the larger unit 
of administration, it proceeds . on 
sound ground in that it provides that’ 
divisions will be organized only in 
areas where there is sufficient public 
support to ensure the scheme bein: | 
given a fair trial, Hon. E. E. Bake: 
minster of education stated when he 
moved second reading of the ‘bill in 
the legislature Friday afternoon, 

Full time operation of- rural 
schools, provision for secondary edu- 
cation, an equitable spreading of the 
burden of education, intelligent se- 
lection of teachers, adequate super- 
vision, continuity of teacher service 
standardized salary schedule, elimin- 
ation of the unfit. teacher and the 
retention of effective and experienced 
teachers, can all be brought about by 
the adoption of the larger unit sys- 
tem, Mr. Baker claimed. 

As the minister resumed his seat 
after the conclusion of his address, 
George H. Webster, Liberal, Calgary, 
said that in view of the fact that the 
minster had had an opportunity to 
educate himself on the merits and de- 
merits of the bill for a whole year, 
members of the opposition would’ 
like a couple of days in which to try 
and educate themselves, and he ac- 
cording adjourned the debate. 

In moving second reading of 
bill, Mr. Baker said: 

‘‘In the new school bill an effort 
as been made to effect a more log- | 
ical arrangement than there is in| 
the existing act, which, as a result} 
of the many changes which it has 
undergone, has become rather con-} 
fused and difficult to understand. | 
The new bill is divided into seventeen | 
parts, each with an appropriate title 
indicating the matter with which it 
deals. The provisions of the bill are | 
in the main similar to those of the | 
existing act, the chief difference, | 
apart from the establishing of divi- | 
sions, being that the qualifications | 
for voting in sehool elections are! 
made uniform throughout the prov- | 
ince by providing for adult suffrage | 
in connection with the election of 
trustees and for a property qualifi- 
cation for voting on bond issues.

‘‘There is being . introduced an 
amendment to the school grants act 
which if passed, will provide for the 
payment to any division of an equal- 
ization grant sufficient to ensure 
that the payment of teachers’ salar- 
ies shall not require a levy of more 
than eight mills within the division, 
this being approximately the average 
required for this purpose among the 
rural schools of the province. 

‘*During the past decade notable 
progress in education has been made. 
The enrolment in our schools has in- 
creased 35.6 percent. and now totals 
164,850. The constantly increasing 
number of pupils has been taken 
care of by the opening of 1,217 new 
class rooms, making a present total | 
of 5,845. The period of operation 
has been greatly increased, 93 per- 
cent of all our schools now operating 
for 160 days or more, as compared 
with 66 percent. ten years ago. There 
is greater regularity of attendanze, 
teachers are better trained today, the | 
academic requirement has been rais- | 
ed, the period of training has been | 
lengthened, practice teaching is 
greatly increased and a_ school of} 
education has been established with- 
in the university for the supericr 
training of graduates. 

‘*The general level of attainment 
of the pupils in the schoéls has been 
very considerably raised as a result 
of these improved opportunities as

“(This system does not ensure the 
full time operation of all the schools, 
it affords no effective means of pro- 
viding secondary education in the 
rural areas. It does not spread the 
burden equitably. It provides no 
way of making an intelligent selec- 
tion of teachers. It makes no pro- 
vision for adequate supervision. It 
cannot bring about continuity of 
teacher service. It affords no satis- 
factory means of eliminating the un- 
fit. It does not hold for the rural 
schools their proper share of the 
more effective and experienced teach-
